I left the South and joined the North- 
ern army, and now I feel that I cannot 
consistently ally myself with a party 
that would place in power the very men 
that sought the destruction of the Gov

EVIDENCES of fraud in the census 


returns of South Carolina are piling up 
in General Walker's bureau at Wash- 
ington. Some of the most conclusive 
are thus noted: 


The census returns are made upon 


sheets of uniform size. These returns, 
in all places where the census has been 
honestly taken, are, of course, some- 
what soiled. 'The entries have, been 
made in them as the enumerators have 
gone from house, and the writing is ir- 
regular. A great many of the sheets 
returned by South Carolina enumera- 
tors, however, fairly show the entries in 
many instances have been written at a 
single sitting. The writing is at the 
same angle, and there are other signs 
by which experts can readily tell that 
the document was prepared atone time. 
In one of these lists there are some- 
thing over 700 names, and of these all 
except four are returned as natives of 
South Carolina. This of itself is pre- 
posterous. The experience of the cen- 
sus officials shows that the names of 
700 persons taken seriatim would show 
a very much greater per centage of na- 
tivity outside the state. It happens 
that one of the South Carolina enu- 
merators failed to fill out two of his 
sheets, except the columns containing 
the names of the persons and their na- 
tivity—a circumstance of itself, taken 
with the other indications of the papers, 
(airly proving fraud. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 28,—The

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—Represen- 


tative Ketehum, of New York, was in 
the city to-day. He says that his dis- 
trict and those contiguous toil will give 
largely increased republican majorities. 
He thinks the campaign wag never bet- 
ter conducted in New York, and every 
arrangement has been made for a thor- 
ough canvass of the votes of both par- 
ties. The census schedules in New 
York city, he says, will be a great ad- 
vantage in preventing a repetition of 
the outrageous frauds on the ballot box 
in the city, exposed before the demo- 
cratic election investigating committee, 
and outside of the city there is no ques- 
tion of an ovi rwhelming republican 
victory.
